WASHINGTON (AP) — With 
just two weeks to go until 
the critical midterm elec¬ 
tions, an overwhelming 


majority of Americans say 
the United States is greatly 
divided, according to an 
Associated Press-NO RC 

Centerfor Public Affairs Re¬ 
search poll. Few Americans 


believe those stark divi¬ 
sions will get bettera nytime 
soon. 

The newly released survey 
found that more tha n 8 in 10 
Americans think the coun¬ 
try is greatly divided about 
important values. Just 20 
percent of Americans say 
they think the country will 
become less divided over 
the next few years, and 39 
percent think things will get 
worse. A strong majority of 
Americans, 77 percent, say 
they are dissatisfied with 
the state of politics in the 
country. 

The poll was conducted 
Oct. 11-14 in the final sprint 
to the midterm elections, 
in which President Donald 
Trump has been rallying his 
supporters to tum out to 
vote in November. Overall, 
59 percent of Americans 
disapprove of how Trump, 
a Republican, is handling 
his job as president, while 
40 percent of Americans 
approve. 

How Americansview Trump 
divides a long partisan lines, 
according to the poll. While 
83 percent of Republicans 
approve of how Trump is 
handling his job, 92 percent 
of Democrats and 61 per¬ 
cent of independents say 
they do not approve. 
According to the poll, near¬ 


ly half of Americans say 
they aren't hearing enough 
from campaigns a bout the 
issues that matter most to 
them. Fifty-four percent of 
Democratsand 44 percent 
of Republic a ns say they are 
hearing too little about key 
issues. 

Overall,top issuesforAmer- 
icans include health care, 
education, economic 
g rowth, Soc ia I Sec urity a nd 
crime, each of which was 
called very important by 
at least three-quarters of 
Americans. 

Fifty-eig ht percent of Amer¬ 
icans say they are dissatis¬ 
fied with the way things a re 
going in the country, com¬ 
pared with 25 percent who 
say they are satisfied. But 
Americansare slightly more 
likely to be satisfied with 
the way things are going 
in their state orin their local 
community. 

Majoritiesof America nsa Iso 
say that they are dissatis¬ 
fied with the gap between 
the rich and the poor, race 
relations and environmen¬ 
tal conditions. But there are 
partisan splits Eighty-three 
percent of Democrats are 
dissatisfied with the gap be¬ 
tween the wea Ithy a nd the 
poor, compared with 43 
percent of Republicans. Of 
environmental conditions, 


75 percent of Democrats 
and 32 percent of Repub¬ 
licans say they are dissatis¬ 
fied. And while 77 percent 
of Democrats say they're 
dissatisfied with race rela¬ 
tions, about 50 percent of 
Republicans say the same. 
Democrats and Republi¬ 
cans also are divided on 
how important they con¬ 
sider each of those issues 
to be. About 8 in 10 Dem¬ 
ocrats but no more than 
a third of Republicans call 
income inequality, environ¬ 
mental issues or racism very 
importa nt. 

The past year has seen the 
United States reckon with 
accusations of sexual mis¬ 
conduct that ranged from 
inappropriate comments 
to rape and with a slew of 
high-profile men forced to 
resign or be fired. Overall, 
about 6 in 10 Americans 
said the issue of miscon¬ 
duct was important to 
them. But 73 percent of 
women said the issue was 
very important, compared 
with 51 percent of men. 
Democrats were much 
more likely than Republi¬ 
cans to call sexual miscon¬ 
duct important, 79 percent 
to 39 percent. 

According to the poll, 
43 percent of Americans 
somewhat or strongly dis¬ 
approve of Supreme Court 
Justice Brett Kavanaugh's 
confirmation to the Su¬ 
preme Court after a bruis¬ 
ing confirmation fight that 
included allegations of ex¬ 
cessive drinking and an ac¬ 
cusation of sexual assault 
dating back to Kavana- 
ugh'steenage years. Thirty- 
five percent of Americans 
said they strongly or some¬ 
what strongly approved of 
Kavanaugh's confirmation. 
Overall, 59 percent of 
Americans said Supreme 
Court appointments are 
very important now, which 
issimilarto the percentage 
who said that in 2016. But 
two years ago, Democrats 
and Republicans were 
more similar in how impor¬ 
tant they saw these nomi¬ 
nations. Now, there is a 20 
percentage point gap: 73 
percent of Democrats and 
53 percent of Republicans 
say Supreme Court ap¬ 
pointments are very impor¬ 
tant to themO

Trump has used the cara¬ 
van to bolster his election- 
season warnings that the 
U.S. is being infiltrated by 
illegal immigrants "pouring 
across the border," whom 
he has painted with a sinis¬ 
terbrush. 

He has claimed, without 
any apparent basis in fact, 
that "Middle Easterners" 
were among the group. At 
ralliesand on Twitter, Trump 
has tried to portray the 
Democrats as pro-illegal 
immigration, even claim¬ 
ing, with no evidence, that 
Democrats organized the 
caravan. 

He tweeted Thursday that, 
"Democrat inspired laws 
make it tough for us to 
stop people at the bor¬ 
der" and said he was using 
the military to respond to 
what he called a "National 
Emengency.'The migrants 


in the sprawling caravan 
— once estimated by the 
United Nations to number 
more than 7,000 — are 
hoping to make it to the 
United States. 

Most are Hondurans, seek¬ 
ing to escape poverty and 
violence, and include fami- 
lieswith children. 

The caravan swelled dra¬ 
matically soon after cross¬ 
ing the Mexican border on 
Oct. 19, but sickness, fear 
and police harassment 
have whittled down its 
numbers. 

Trump tweeted a direct 
message to the migrants 
Thursday, urging them to 
return home. 

'To those in the Caravan, 
turnaround," he wrote. "We 
are not letting people into 
the United States illegally. 
Go back to your Country 
and if you want, apply for 
citizenship like millions of 
othersare doing!" 

The migrants have largely 
been disconnected from 
news reports about them. 
When asked a bout Trump's 
tweets, they have gener¬ 
ally responded that he 
should stop attacking them 
and said they would keep 
heading north. 

Candy Guillermo, a 
37-year-old migrant in the 
caravan who had heard 
about the plan to deploy 
troops, was surprised she 
and the children in group 
would be considered a 
threat. 'Trump should be 
more humanitarian," she 
sa id. 'We o nly wa nt to g ive 
our kids a better future." 
Migrants who do reach the 
U.S. border can claim asy¬ 
lum under U.S. and interna¬ 
tional law. Those who clear 
an initial screening are of¬ 
ten released until the ire a s- 
esare decided in immigra¬ 
tion court, which can take 
several years. 

The U.S. had 331,700asylum 
claims in 2017, more than 
any country in the world, 
according to the U.N. Refu¬ 
gee Agency. That's nearly 
double the asylum claims 
the U.S. fielded in 2015 
and nearly quadruple the 
claims in 2013. 

Trump ordered the de¬ 
ployment of the National 
Guard earlier this year to 
respond to a spike in illegal 
crossings. Those troops are 
under the control of state 
governors and are limited 
to support roles such as 
providing surveillance. 


The planned deployment 
of active duty troops is in 
response to a request from 
the Department of Home¬ 
land Security, which man¬ 
ages the Border Patrol, a 
U.S. offic ia I sa id. 

DHS asked for help in vari¬ 
ous forms, the official said, 
including air transport and 
other logistical assistance. 
It was not immediately 
clear why active duty forc¬ 
es were sought because 
National Guard troops can 
perform the same func¬ 
tions. Earlier this yea rMattis 
authorized Pentagon fund¬ 
ing for up to 4,000 National 
Guard troopsonthe border 
and thusfaronlya little over 
2,000 have been used.

spate of suspicious pack¬ 
ages containing pipe 
bombs sent to prominent 
Democrats and CNN has 
injected national security 
into the final two weeks of 
the midterm elections. 
Security has been beefed 
up around some potential 
2020 Democratic presi¬ 
dential candidates, and 
concerns about the mail 
bombsaddressed to former 
President Barack Obama, 
former presidential nomi¬ 
nee Hillary Clinton and 
former Vice President Joe 
Biden have risen to the top 
of pre-November debates 
in races a cross the country. 
The investigation into the 
mail bombs comes as 
Democrats are seeking to 
pick up a net of 23 seats 
to win back control of the 
House and Republicans 
are defending a narrow 51- 
49 Senate majority.

BIDEN SPEEC H 
The University at Buffalo said 
it was "implementing signifi¬ 
cant security measures" for 
a Thursday night speech 
featuring former Vice Presi¬ 
dent] oe Biden and 'taking 
extra precautions because 
of recent targeting of po¬ 
litical figures." About 6,500 
people were expected 
at the Biden speech, and 
a university spokesman 
said Alumni Arena would 
be subjected to a secu¬ 
rity sweep before ticketed 
patrons arrive. All attend¬ 
ees will be required to pass 
through metal detectors, 
and coats and large bags 
will be searched. 

Two packages addressed 
to Biden were seized by 
authorities in Delaware 
early Thursday, suggesting 
a broad pattern to target 
prominent Democrats. The 
former vice president, a 
potential 2020 presiden¬ 
tial candidate, has been 
traveling widely in recent 
weeks in support of Demo¬ 
crats running in the mid¬ 
terms 

AVENATTI INTERVIEW 
A published report quotes 
Los Angeles attorney Mi¬ 
chael Avenatti, who rep¬ 


resents pom actress Stormy 
Daniels, assaying the 2020 
Democratic presidential 
nominee should be a white 
male. Avenatti says he was 
misquoted. 

Avenatti, a prominent 
Trump critic, was quoted by 
Time assaying that when it 
comes to the party's 2020 
nominee, "I think it better 
be a white male." He told 
the news magazine that 
he wishes it weren't so but 
that people listen to white 
men more than they listen 
to otherpeople. 

'When you have a white 
male making the argu¬ 
ments, they carry more 
weight," Avenatti said, ac¬ 
cording to Time. 'Should 
they carry more weight? 
Absolutely not. But do 
they? Yes." 

Asked about the com¬ 
ments, Avenatti told The 
Associated Press, "I was mis¬ 
quoted and Iwastakenout 
of context." He declined to 
elaborate. 

Time sa id it sta nds by its re¬ 
porting and later released 
a transcript showing he 
made the statements 
Avenatti tweeted that he 
has "consistently called 
on white males like me to 
... take responsibility" and 
help stop 'the sexism and 
bigotry that other white 
malesengage in." 

Avenatti said earlier Thurs¬ 
day that he had increased 


his security measures since 
the mail bombs started 
popping up and that his 
mail was being screened 
offsite. 

MISSOURI SENATE 
A Senate debate in Missouri 
on Thursday focused on 
a vitriolic political climate 
across the nation and fin¬ 
ger-pointing between the 
two major parties 
Republican candidate 
Josh Hawley accused 
Democrats of inserting inci¬ 
vility in politics while Demo¬ 
cratic Sen. Claire McCaskill 
said both sides need to 
'turn down the tempera¬ 
ture" and said Hawley's 
blame wasmisplaced. 
Hawley, in the debate 
hosted by KMBC-TV in Kan¬ 
sas City, cited "mobs pop¬ 
ping up" after confirmation 
hearingsforSupreme Court 
Justice Brett Kavanaugh. 
He also referenced former 
Attorney General Eric Hold¬ 
er's comment that when 
those on the opposite side 
of the aisle "go low," Demo¬ 
crats should "kick'em." 
McCaskill criticized Hawley 
for not acknowledging the 
role of Trump's "incendiary" 
rhetoric. 

MISSISSIPPI DEBATES 
A Republican appointed 
to the Senate representing 
Mississippi expressed a will¬ 
ingness to debate a Dem¬ 


ocratic challenger if the 
race reaches a runoff in a 
special election. 

Mississippi Sen. Cindy Hyde- 
Smith told The Greenwood 
Commonwealth that she 
thinks Mike Espy "would be 
very civil." 

Hyde-Smith was appointed 
to temporarily succeed 
Republican Sen. Thad Co¬ 
chran, who resigned in 
April. 

Hyde-Smith has declined 
to debate all three chal¬ 
lengers before the Nov. 6 
special election, which in¬ 
cludes Espy, a former ag¬ 
riculture secretary under 
President Bill Clinton; Chris 
McDaniel, a Republican 
state senator; and Tobey 
Bernard Bartee, a Demo¬ 
crat who is a former military 
intelligence officer. 

If no candidate wins a ma¬ 
jority, the top two will ad¬ 
vance to a Nov. 27 runoff. 
The winner will serve the fi¬ 
nal two years of Cochran's 
six-year term. 

GILLIBRAND PLEDGE 
New York Sen. Kirsten Gil¬ 
librand, considered a po¬ 
tential Democratic candi¬ 
date forthe White House in 
2020, said during a Thursday 
debate with her Republi¬ 
can challenger that she will 
serve out her six-year Sen¬ 
ate term if she's re-elected 
next month. 

Gillibrand, whose star has 


risen quickly since she suc¬ 
ceeded Hillary Clinton in 
the Senate in 2009, also 
fielded questions a bout im¬ 
migration, health care and 
other issues during a half- 
hourtelevised debate held 
in WABC-TV'sstudio in Man¬ 
hattan. 

When asked her plans in 
two years, Gillibrand re¬ 
sponded: "I will serve my six- 
yea rterm." 

Opponent Chele Farley, 
who works in the financial 
services industry, scoffed 
at the answer. "Honestly, I 
don't believe that, consid¬ 
ering this is the third day 
that she has been in New 
York during the month of 
October when she has 
been in five other states in¬ 
cluding New Hampshire this 
month," Farley said. 
Gillibrand campaigned last 
week in New Hampshire, 
the home of the nation's 
first presidential primary, 
on behalf of Molly Kelly, a 
Democrat who is running 
forgovemor. 

FLORIDA DEBATE 
In Florida's gubernato¬ 
rial debate on Wednesday 
night, Republican former 
Rep. Ron DeSantis and 
Democratic Tallahassee 
MayorAndrew Gillum were 
asked about the bombs 
sent to Democratic lead¬ 
ers DeSantis condemned 
the actions, noting that he 
was at the 2017 congres¬ 
sional baseball practice in 
which Rep. Steve Scalise, 
R-La., was wounded by a 
gunman whose social me¬ 
dia postshad suggested he 
targeted Republicans. 

"I know firsthand that when 
we start going down that 
road, that can be very, 
very deadly," DeSantis said. 
Gillum said he wasgrateful 
that no one had been hurt. 
"But," he said, "we've really 
seen a collapsing of our

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California Gov. Jetty Brown joins Doomsday Clock group 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 

— California Gov. Jerry 
Brown on Thursday criti¬ 
cized the Trump admin¬ 
istration's plans to exit an 
armstreaty with Russia and 
called out "bipartisan blind¬ 
ness" to ward global nuclear 
threatsafterhe wasnamed 
executive chairman of the 
organization that sets the 
"Doomsday Clock" measur¬ 
ing threats to humanity. 
"When humankind ha sin its 
hands the technology to 
absolutely destroy a II of civ- 
ilization there is nothing so 
important it ought to pre¬ 
vent dialogue and deep 
discussion," Brown said in 
an interview with The Asso¬ 
ciated Press. 

Brown's new role with the 
Bulletin of the Atomic Sci¬ 
entists will ensure he stays 
relevant on the global top¬ 
ics he cares most about 
when he leaves office in 
J anuary aftertwo separate 
stints as California governor 
sta rting in the 1970s. 

The Chicago-based Bulletin 
was founded in 1945 after 
the creation of the atomic 
bomb and in the decades 
since has expanded its mis¬ 
sion to a broader discus¬ 
sion of threats to human 
survival, including climate 
change, one of Brown's sig¬ 
nature issues. 

The Doomsday Clock, 
moved to two minutesfrom 
mid nig ht in J a nua ry, is a vi- 
sual representation of how 
close the Bulletin believes 
the world is to catastrophe. 
Brown, known for think¬ 
ing big and talking bluntly 
about threats to human 
existence, hastaken on an 
outsize role on the global 
stage as President Donald 
Trump recedes from U.S. 
commitments on climate 
change and, most recent¬ 
ly, the nuclear treaty with 
Russia. The president an¬ 
nounced the U.S. will leave 
the Intermediate-Range 
Nuclear Forces signed in 
1987 with the former So¬ 
viet Union. It bans the two 
countries from making or 
possessing certain types 
of nuclear missiles. Trump 
said Russia has violated the 
treaty, which Russia denies 
Brown said tearing up the 
treaty is "not only wrong, 
it's dangerous — not to 
say stupid." Brown has had 


his own discussions with 
Russian ambassadors to 
the United States and the 
United Nations about the 
dangers of nuclear prolif¬ 
eration, most recently af¬ 
ter a commemoration this 
month for a historic cem¬ 
etery in Northern California 
rich in Russian history, he 
said. Nuclear threats and 
climate change are topics 
Brown frequently raises with 
foreign leaderswho stop by 
hisoffice while in California. 
"I'm not here to represent 
the U.S. government, that's 
the president's job, but lam 
as a citizen of the country, 
of California, of the world, 
concerned that these very 
powerful technologies are 
not being managed with 
wisdom,"he said. 

He also sits on the board of 
the Nuc lea rfhreat Initiative 
and attended meetings of 
the group in Washington, 
D.C., this week. While there, 
he met with U.S. Defense 
SecretaryJ im Mattis. Brown 
spokesman Evan Westrup 
declined to provide specif- 
icson the conversation. 
Even though the diplomat¬ 
ic relationship between the 
United States and Russia 
is frayed, Brown said, fo¬ 
cusing on containing and 
reducing nuclear threats 
should be a priority. Nei- 
therpolitica I party seems to 
view it as one, he said. 

'We still ought to realize 
that ending civilization is a 
bigger problem than any 
of the other problems we 
have with Russia,"he said. 
As executive chairman 
of the Bulletin, Brown will 
preside over the group's 
three boards — a govern¬ 
ing board, a science and 
security board and an edi¬ 
torial board. It's a new role 
created just for Brown, and 
he'll focus on generating 
global urgency around 
nuclear and other threats. 
Brown's interest in the topic 
harkens back to the 1970s 
and 1980s when he was 
running for president. 

'We really see him as a 
global ambassador for 
the issues that we work on 
— manmade existential 
threats, nuclear, climate, 
disruptive technology," 
said Rachel Bronson, the 
group's president and chief 
executive

INDEPENDENCE, Ore. (AP) 

— Delmino Trevino, a U.S. 
citizen bom in Texas, was 
waiting fora meal in a res¬ 
taurant in Independence, 
Oregon, in 1977 when three 
sheriff's deputies and a po¬ 
licewoman demanded he 
show documents proving 
he was an American. 

"I was ashamed. It wasn't 
right, what they were do¬ 
ing," Trevino, now 67 with 
gray hair, said in an exclu¬ 
sive interview with The As¬ 
sociated Press. 

The incident of racial profil¬ 
ing led to Oregon becom¬ 
ing America's first sanctuary 
state. But now, Oregonians 
are deciding in the Nov. 6 
election whether to repeal 
the law, even as some oth¬ 
er states, such as Vermont, 
have adopted sanctuary 
policies and others, like 
Texas, have banned towns 
from approving them. 
Measure 105 in Oregon has 
become the most conten¬ 
tious ballot measure facing 
voters in the mostly Demo¬ 
cratic state. 

Rep. Sal Esquivel, one of 
three Republican state 
lawmakers who sponsored 


Measure 105, said states 
should help enforce fed¬ 
eral law. 

'Our nation cannot remain 
sovereign without laws that 
regulate which foreign na¬ 
tionals come here, when, 


and in what numbers," Es¬ 
quivel wrote in the voters' 
pamphlet. 

But among people of color 
— U.S. citizens and people 
in the country illegally — it 
has triggered memories of 
times when immigration 
roundups were common 
and raised fears that they'll 
be stopped by police. 

The measure has split law 
enforcement. 

Sheriff Thomas Bergin of 
Clatsop County, along Or¬ 
egon's northern coast, said 
in a public letter that the 
sanctuary law 'tells illegal 
immigrants that Oregon 
considers immigration law 
violations so inconsequen¬ 
tial as to be unworthy of 
police and sheriffs' atten¬ 
tion." 

Fifteen sheriffs added their 
names to the letter. Twenty 
did not. 

Law enforcement officers 
who oppose the repeal ef¬ 
fort, such as Sheriff Pat Gar¬ 
rett of Washington County 
near Portland, said they 
need to direct their re¬ 
sources elsewhere instead 
of going after migrants, 
and that erasing the sanc¬ 
tuary law would make 
migrants afraid to report 
crimes when they're victims 
orwitnesses. 

'Throwing out the law 
would open the door to 


racial profiling, and would 
degrade community trust 
in law enforcement," state 
Rep. Diego Hernandez, a 
Portland Democrat, said in 
an email. 

Latinos remember what it 
was like before the sanctu¬ 
ary law went on the books. 
'The culture in the mid-20th 
century was, 'You can work 
here, but don't start looking 
at our girls or going to our 
churches,"' said Rocky Ba¬ 
rilla, the first Latino elected 
to the Oregon Legislature. 
"Police were knocking on 
doors of apartment build¬ 
ings. They set up road¬ 
blocks on Highway 99 and 
stopped people, especially 
if they were brown or La¬ 
tino." 

One winter night in 1977, 
three Polk County deputies 
and an Independence po¬ 
licewoman went into the 
Hi-Ho restaurant in the pic¬ 
turesque riverside city and 
confronted Trevino. Bom in 
Weslaco, Texas, the soft- 
spoken Trevino had moved 
to Oregon with his family as 
a boy. He worked in a ply¬ 
wood mill. 

One of the deputies 
grabbed Trevino by the 
arm, forcing him to stand 
as customers looked on. 
Uke most Americans, Tre¬ 
vino didn't routinely carry 
a birth certificate or other 
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proof of citizenship. 

'They asked me if I am an 
American, and asked me 
if I had a passport," Trevino 
recalled. 

The officers, acting on be¬ 
half of federal immigration 
agents, let him go afterthe 
policewoman said she rec¬ 
ognized Trevino as a long¬ 
term local. Still, a deputy 
accosted him later. 

Trevino was so bothered 
that he and his wife Oralia 
went to a legal aid group. 
There, they found Barilla, 
who suggested Trevino sue 
the law officers and the 
Immigration and Natural¬ 
ization Service. Trevino felt 
queasy about taking that 
step. 

"I told my wife, I have to be 
strong because of what I 
was going to do, because 
this was the government. 
It's not a game," Barilla re¬ 
membered while sitting in 
his house in Independence 
on a recent afternoon. 

The lawsuit was settled in 
federal court in 1978, with 
the immigration service 
saying it would not encour¬ 
age local law enforcement 
to make a nests on immigra¬ 
tion violations, Barilla said. 
Still, raids persisted in the 
state. In the 1980s, Barilla 
was elected to the Leg¬ 
islature, with the Trevino 
case strong on his mind. It 
prompted the Democratic 
representative to write the 
sanctuary state bill, which 
passed with bipartisan sup¬ 
port in 1987.T worked with 
Republicans, who wanted 
a stable labor force," Ba¬ 
rilla said in a telephone 
interview from Belmont, 
California, where he now 
lives. 'The left saw it as an 
end to racial profiling. Law 
enforcement saw itascon- 
trolling their own goals and 
funds" 

Barilla said Trevino played a 
key role in the issue. 

"He's the real Rosa Parks 
of the Oregon sanctuary 
movement," Barilla said, 
comparing him to the Af¬ 
rican-American civil rights 
icon who refused to sit in 
the back of a bus in Ala¬ 
bama. "He sa id 'No ma s, ya 
basta,' meaning 'no more, 
enough.'" 

"He used a couple other 
colorful words," Barilla add¬

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19th case confirmed in 
viral outbreak that killed 7

TRENTON, N.J. (AP) — New 

Jersey health officials said 
Thursday tests confirmed a 
19th patient has been in¬ 
fected in a viral outbreak 
at a pediatric rehabilitation 
centerthat has killed seven 
people. 

The unidentified person 
had already been ill so the 
diagnosis does not neces¬ 
sarily mean the virus is still 
spreading, according to 
Health Department spokes¬ 
woman Donna Leusner. 

The outbreak won't be de¬ 
clared over until the Wa- 
naque Center for Nursing 
and Rehabilitation can go 
fourweekswithoutany new 
cases of people being in¬ 
fected with a type of genu 
called adenovirus7, Health 
Commissioner Dr. Shereef 
Elna ha I sa id this week. 

The seven people who died 
this month were children 
and at least one young 
adult, all in a respiratory 
unit where patients receive 
long-term help with breath¬ 
ing. 

"The identities of those who 
died and the affected pa¬ 
tients have not been dis¬ 
closed. 

Adenovirus usually poses 
little risk for healthy people 
and typically causes mild 
cold or flu symptoms, in¬ 
cluding sore threats, fever, 
coughsand sneezes Some 


strains also cause diarrhea 
and conjunctivitis 
The strain found in the re¬ 
hab center outbreak is 
among the more potent 
types It sometimes causes 
more serious respiratory ill¬ 
ness, especially among 
those with weak immune 
systems 

Many of the children at 
the facility require venti¬ 
lators for breathing, and 
some have spent all or 
most of their lives there, 
the commissioner said. He 
described the patients as 
'fragile." 

It's unlikely that there's a 
broaderthreat, he said. 
Rowena Bautista, the cen¬ 
ter's administrator, said 
Thursday in a statement the 
community 'feelsa tremen¬ 
dous sense of loss" 

She also said the center 
is working with the state 
Health Department and 
the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention in 
addition to offering profes¬ 
sional grief counselors and 
setting up a 24-7 hotline. 
The numberisbeing shared 
with families, but not the 
public. 

Elna ha I said the first symp¬ 
toms showed up Sept. 26, 
and the state was notified 
of an outbreak Oct. 9. 

The center did not provide 
new details on the timeline 
of the events at the center, 


including how and when 
families were notified. 
Health officials said they 
have teams at the facility 
monitoring the infection, 
and the center has closed 
to new patients. 

The 227-bed for-profit facil¬ 
ity has a pediatric center 
and also cares for elderly

— Signaling a major pivot 
in its narrative, Saudi Arabia 
on Thursday said evidence 
shows that the killing of 
journalist J amaI Khashoggi 
was premeditated, an ap¬ 
parent effort to ease inter¬ 
national outrage over the 
death of a prominent critic 
of Crown Prince Moham¬ 
med bin Salman. 

The Saudi prosecutorscited 
Turkish evidence that the 
slaying was planned, con¬ 
tradicting a Saudi assertion 
just days ago that rogue 
officials from the kingdom 
killed him by mistake in a 
brawl inside their Istanbul 
consulate. That earlier as¬ 
sertion, intum, backtracked 
from an initial statement 
that Saudi authorities knew 
nothing about what hap¬ 
pened to the columnist for 
The Washington Post, who 
vanished after entering the 
consulate Oct. 2. 

The shifting explanations 
indicate Saudi Arabia is 
scrambling for a way out 
of the crisis that has envel¬ 
oped the world's largest oil 
exporter and a major U.S. 
ally in the Middle East. But 
a solution seems a long 
way off, partly because of 
deepening skepticism in 
Turkey and elsewhere that 
the brazen crime could 
have been carried out 
without the knowledge of 
Prince Mohammed, the 
kingdom's heir apparent. 

At a conference in Riyadh 
on Wednesday, the crown 
prince said the killing was a 
"heinouscrime that cannot 
be justified" and warned 
against any efforts to "ma- 
nipulate"the crisisand drive 


a wedge between Saudi 
Arabia and Turkey, which 
are regional rivals but also 
diplomatic and business 
partners. 

On Thursday, Prince Mo¬ 
hammed attended the 
first meeting of a commit¬ 
tee aiming to restructure 
the kingdom's intelligence 
services after the killing of 
Khashoggi, the state-run 
Saudi Press Agency said. 
Khashoggi's death has de¬ 
railed the powerful prince's 
campaign to project a 
modem image ofthe ultra¬ 
conservative country, in¬ 
stead highlighting the bru¬ 
tal lengths to which some 
top officials in the govern¬ 
ment have gone to silence 
its critics. Khashoggi, who 
lived in self-imposed ex¬ 
ile in the United States for 


nearly a year before his 
death, had written critical¬ 
ly of Prince Mohammed's 
crackdown on dissent. 

A statement by Saudi Attor¬ 
ney Genera I Saud al-Mojeb 
attributed the latest find¬ 
ings of a joint Turkish-Saudi 
investigation to information 
from Turkish counterparts 
The evidence of Turkish in¬ 
vestigators "indicates that 
the suspects in the incident 
had committed their act 
with a premeditated in¬ 
tention," the Saudi govern¬ 
ment sta te me nt sa id. 

After the journalist disap¬ 
peared, Saudi Arabia ini¬ 
tially insisted Khashoggi 
had walked out of the 
consulate after visiting the 
building. It later dropped 
that account for a new 
one, saying it had detained 


18 people for what it de¬ 
scribed as an accidental 
killing during a "fistfight." 
What U.S. President Don¬ 
ald Trump called "one of 
the worst cover-ups in the 
history of cover-ups" was 
revealed to the world by 
Turkish leaks of informa¬ 
tion, including references 
to purported audio record¬ 
ings of the killing, and secu¬ 
rity camera footage ofthe 
Saudi officials who were 
involved as they moved 
around Istanbul. 

Saudi officials told The As¬ 
sociated Press this week 
that the kingdom sent a 
team to Turkey that includ¬ 
ed a forensics expert and 
a member whose job was 
to dress in the 59-year-old 
writer's clothes and pre¬ 
tend to be him — though 


they were insisting as late 
as Tuesday that his death 
wasan accident. 

As the shocking revelations 
mount, Turkey is pushing 
Saudi Arabia for more de¬ 
tail. 

'Jamal Khashoggi's body 
still hasn't been found. 
Where is it?"Turkish Foreign 
Minister Mevlut Cavusoglu 
said at a news conference 
with his Palestinian counter¬ 
part. 'There is a crime here, 
but there is a Iso a humani¬ 
tarian situation. The fam¬ 
ily wants to know and they 
want to perform their last 
duty," Cavusoglu said, re¬ 
ferring to hopesfora burial. 
CIA Director Gina Haspel 
on Thursday was briefing 
Trump about the evidence 
about Khashoggi's death 
that she reviewed during a 
trip to Turkey. 

Also on Thursday, Human 
Rights Watch said that 
Khashoggi's son, Salah, and 
his family have left Saudi 
Arabia forthe United States 
after a travel ban on them 
was lifted. Saudi media 
showed Salah Khashoggi 
meeting Tuesday with the 
crown prince, who report¬ 
edly expressed his condo¬ 
lences. 

Secretary of State Mike 
Pompeo "made it clear to 
Saudi leaders that he want¬ 
ed Salah Khashoggi to re¬ 
turn to the United States, 
and we are pleased that 
he is now able to do so," 
State Department spokes¬ 
man Robert Palladino said.

Saudi-led coalition airstrike 
at a fruit-and-vegetable 
market near Yemen's flash¬ 
point Red Sea port of Ho¬ 
deida killed at least 21 ci¬ 
vilians, including children, 
the U.N. humanitarian aid 
agencysaid Thursday. 
Wednesday's attack came 
amid mounting fears of a 
fresh coalition assault on 
Hodeida — a city that has 
been the lifeline for inter¬ 
national aid deliveries to 
Yemen, ravaged by a bru¬ 
tal 3 Vb-year war between 
the Saudi-led alliance 
and Shite rebels known as 
Houthis 

The coalition has been try¬ 
ing to wrest Hodeida from 
the Iran-backed rebels but 
the campaign, like the rest 
of Yemen's war, had fallen 
into a stalemate. 

The a irstrike, which hit a 
vegetable packaging fa¬ 
cility in the outdoor market 
in the town of Baytel-Faqih, 
just south of Hodeida, also 
wounded 10 people. Ini¬ 
tial reports had five dead 
but the death toll steadily 


climbed overnight. 

The director of the Baytel- 
Faqih hospital, Abdullah 
Shahawi, said all the vic¬ 
tims were civilians and that 
at least two children were 
among the dead. 

In the capital, Saana, the 
rebel-run Al Masirah TV re¬ 
ported a lower casualty 
figure, saying at least 20 


people died and 10 were 
wounded. The different 
death tollscould not imme¬ 
diately be resolved. 

Also on Wednesday, three 
more people were killed 
and six injured when strikes 
hit three vehicles on J uly 7 
road in Al Hali District in Ho¬ 
deida province, the U.N.'s 
Office forthe Coordination 


of Huma nita ria n Affa irs sa id 
in a statement Thursday. 
'Civilians are paying a 
shocking price because of 
this conflict," said U.N. Hu¬ 
manitarian Coordinator for 
Yemen Use Grande. 'This 
is the third time this month 
that fighting has caused 
mass casualties in Hodei¬ 
da." 

Video footage obtained 
by The Associated Press 
showed the aftermath of 
the strike, with body parts 
lying scattered across the 
market and coffins lined up 
in the hospital. The video 
could not be independent¬ 
ly confirmed but it corre¬ 
sponded to events report¬ 
ed by the AP. A spokesman 
for the Saudi-led coalition 
did not respond to multiple 
phone calls and messages 
seeking comment. 
Journalists have been 
barred from visiting rebel- 
held areas in Hodeida, 
including where Wednes¬ 
day's a irstrike took place. 
Yemeni security officials 
confirmed the strike but 
didn't know what the in¬ 
tended target was. 

It's not uncommon fore oali- 
tion jets to hit civilians and 
wedding parties, funerals, 
residential homes and hos¬ 
pitals have been bombed 
in the past. In August, an 
a irstrike hit a bus carrying 
children on their way to 
school in northern Yemen, 
killing more than 40. 

The growing number of ci¬ 


vilian casualties in the war 
has prompted right groups 
to call forthe suspension of 
the multibillion-do liar U.S. 
and European armssalesto 
Saudi Arabia, for decades 
among the world's largest 
buyers of weapons. 

Save the Children said 
Thursday the cost of basic 
food items such as flour, 
rice, salt, sugar and cook¬ 
ing oil has nearly doubled 
since the conflict erupted 
in March 2015. The aver¬ 
age income in Yemen has 
more than halved, mean¬ 
while, falling to just $3.39 a 
day. The organization also 
said that 52 percent of the 
population lives under the 
international poverty line — 
up from 30 percent in 2014. 
'The economic collapse is 
Yemen's silent killer; many 
Yemenis are struggling just 
to survive," said Tamer Ki- 
rolos, the group's Yemen 
director. 

Saudi Arabia and its pow¬ 
erful young Crown Prince 
Mohammed bin Salman, 
who has been leading 
the coalition campaign in 
Yemen, have been fac¬ 
ing international outrage 
over the killing of journal¬ 
ist Jamal Khashoggi ear¬ 
lier this month inside the 
Saudi Consulate in Turkey. 
Kashoggi's slaying has also 
sparked widespread con¬ 
demnation of the crown 
prince and marred his in¬ 
ternational standing after 
Turkish reports alleged that 
a memberof hisentourage 
was involved in the killing. 
The Saudi-led coalition re¬ 
cently sent reinforcements 
to Yemen's west coast for 
what many fear would be 
an intensified battle for Ho¬ 
deida. The city's port literal¬ 
ly keeps millions of starving 
Yemenis alive, as it serves 
as entry point for 70 per¬ 
cent of food imports and 
international aid. A pro¬ 
tracted siege of Hodeida 
by the coalition could cut 
off that lifeline. Yemeni of¬ 
ficials said Wednesday that 
reinforcements had arrived 
in tanks and armored vehi¬ 
cles provided by the United 
Arab Emirates, a key coali¬ 
tion member. All officials 
spoke on condition of ano¬

Doctors at Nairobi's Ke¬ 
nyatta National Hospital 
have told Robert Wanyonyi 
there's nothing more they 
can do for him. Yet more 
than a yea rafter he first ar¬ 
rived, shot and paralyzed 
in a robbery, the ex-shop- 
keeper remains trapped in 
the hospital. 

Because Wanyonyi cannot 
pay his bill of nea rly 4 million 
Kenyan shillings ($39,570), 
administrators are refusing 
to let him leave his fourth- 
floorbed. 

At Kenyatta National Hos¬ 
pital and at an astonishing 
number of hospitals a round 
the world, if you don't pay 
up, you don't go home. 

the hospitals often illegally 
detain patients long after 
they should be medically 
discharged, using armed 
guards, locked doors and 
even chains to hold those 
who have not settled their 
accounts. Even death 
does not guarantee re¬ 
lease: Kenyan hospitals 
and morgues are holding 
hundreds of bodies until 
familiescan pay theirloved 
ones' bills, government offi- 
cia Is say. 

An Associated Press investi¬ 
gation hasfound evidence 
of hospital imprisonments 
in more than 30 countries 
worldwide, according to 
hospital records, patient 
lists and interviews with 
dozens of doctors, nurses, 
health academics, pa¬ 
tients and administrators. 
The detentions were found 
in countries including the 
Philippines, India, China, 
"Thailand, Lithuania, Bulgar¬ 
ia, Bolivia and Iran. Of more 


than 20 hospitals visited by 
the AP in Congo, only one 
did not detain patients. 
'What's striking a bout this is¬ 
sue isthatthe more we look 
forthis, the more we find it," 
said Dr. Ashish Jha, direc¬ 
tor of the Harvard Global 
Health Institute. "It's proba¬ 
bly hundreds of thousands, 
if not millions of people, 
that this affects wo rid wide." 
During several August visits 
to Kenyatta National Hospi¬ 
tal—a major medic a I insti¬ 
tution designated a Center 
of Excellence by the U.S. 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention — the AP 
witnessed armed guards 
in military fatigues standing 
watch over patients. De¬ 
tainees slept on bedsheets 
on the floorin cordoned-off 
rooms Guards prevented 
one worried father from 
seeing his detained tod¬ 
dler. 

Kenya's ministry of health 
and Kenyatta canceled 
several scheduled inter¬ 
views with the AP and de¬ 


clined to respond to re¬ 
peated requests for com¬ 
ment. 

Health experts decry hos¬ 
pital imprisonment as a 
human rights violation. Yet 
the United Nations, U.S. and 
international health agen¬ 
cies, donors and charities 
have all remained silent 
while pumping billions of 
dollars into these countries 
to support their splintered 
health systems or to fight 
outbreaks of diseases in¬ 
cluding AIDS and malaria. 
"People know patients are 
being held prisoner, but 
they probably think they 
have bigger battles in pub¬ 
lic health to fight, so they 
just have to let this go," said 
Sophie Harman, a global 
health expert at Queen 
Mary University of London. 
Hospitals often acknowl¬ 
edge detaining patients 
isn't profitable, but many 
say it can sometimes result 
in a partial payment and 
servesasa deterrent. 

FestusNjuguna, an oncolo¬ 


gist at the Moi Teaching 
and Referral Hospital in El- 
doret, about 300 kilometres 
northwest of Nairobi, said 
the institution regularly de¬ 
tains children with cancer 
who have finished their 
treatment, but whose par- 
entscannot pay. 

"It's not a very good feeling 
for the doctors and nurses 
who have treated these 
patients, to see them kept 
like this,"Njuguna said. 

Still, many officials openly 
defend the practice. 

'We can't just let people 
leave if they don't pay," 
said Leedy Nyembo-Muga- 
lu, administrator of Congo's 
Katuba Reference Hospital. 
He said holding patients 
wasn't an issue of human 
rights, but simply a way to 
conduct business: "No one 
ever comes back to pay 
their bill a month or two 
later." Global health agen¬ 
cies and companies that 
operate where patientsare 
held hostage often have 
very little to say about it. 


"The CDC provides about 
$1.5 million every year to 
Kenyatta National Hospital 
and Pumwani Maternity 
Hospital, helping to cover 
tre a tme nt c o sts fo r p a tie nts 
with HIV and tuberculosis, 
among other programs 
"The CDC declined to com¬ 
ment on whether it was 
aware that patients were 
regularly detained at the 
two hospitals or if it con- 
donesthe practice. 

Dr. Agnes Soucat of the 
World Health Organization 
said it does not support pa¬ 
tient detentions, but has 
been unable to document 
where it happens. And 
while WHO has issued hun- 
dredsof health recommen¬ 
dations on issues from AIDS 
to Zika virus, the agency 
has never published any 
guidance advising coun¬ 
tries not to imprison people 
in their hospitals. 

Many Kenyan human rights 
advocates lament that 
hospitals continue to hold 
patients despite what was 
seen as a landmark judg¬ 
ment in 2015. 

Back then, the High Court 
ruled that the detention 
of two women at Pum¬ 
wani who couldn't pay 
their delivery fees — Mai- 
muna Omuya and Mar¬ 
garet Oliele — was "cruel, 
inhuman and degrading." 
Omuya and her newborn 
were held for almost a 
month next to a flooded 
toilet while Oliele was 
handcuffed to her bed af- 
tertrying to escape. 

Earlier this month, the High 
Court ruled again that im¬ 
prisoning patients "is not 
one of the acceptable av¬ 
enues (for hospitals) to re- 
coverdebt.'O

MEXICO CITY (AP) — The 

future of Mexico City's new 
airport, already about a 
third completed, comes 
down to a public vote this 
week in a political high- 
wire act by the country's 
president-elect that could 
shut down Mexico's largest 
infrastructure project in re¬ 
cent memory. 
President-elect Andres 
Manuel Lopez Obrador 
promised to let the people 
decide the fate of the $13 
billion airport designed 
in collaboration with cel¬ 
ebrated architect Norman 
Foster. Lopez Obrador had 
earlier said he would can¬ 
cel it if elected, his victory 
being a referendum in it¬ 
self. 

Over four days beginning 
Thursday, citizens will cast 
ballots asking whether to 
continue with the new air¬ 
port or update Mexico 
City's existing one and 
another airport two hours 
away in Toluca, while build¬ 
ing two new runways at a 
military base that would be 
converted to commercial 
use. 

Supporters of the new air¬ 
port say it is needed be¬ 
cause Mexico City's Benito 
J uarez International Airport 
handlesmore traffic than its 
designed capacity and a 
solution is urgently needed 
to satisfy growing demand. 
Surrounded by densely 
packed residential neigh¬ 
borhoods, the old airport 
has no room to add new 


runways And supporters 
point to a study by U.S. 
corporation Mitre showing 
that while the alternative 
plan is technically feasible, 
it presents important logisti¬ 
cal problems and overall is 
unviable. 

Opponents counter that 
not only is the new airport 
a potential sinkhole of cor¬ 
ruption, but it would be 
an environmental disaster, 
threatening a decades-old 
effort to restore the lakes 
that originally covered the 
valley in which the capi¬ 
tal is located. Locals also 
claim they were not con¬ 
sulted a bout the project. 
Lopez Obrador has said 
he wants to remain impar¬ 
tial, but he and his Cabinet 
picks consistently make 
the case against the new 
airport, characterizing it as 
too expensive and a wind¬ 


fall forcorrupt interests. 

Last week, he said the sec¬ 
ond option could save 
$5 billion. He hasn't said, 
though, what will be done 
with the skeletal remains of 
new airport if it loses. About 
$6 billion has already been 
poured into the site north¬ 
east of Mexico City. 
'Corruption is over, influ¬ 
ence is over, impunity is 
over," Lopez Obrador said 
in a recorded message this 
month. "We're going to re¬ 
solve this issue in the way 
that best suits Mexico, the 
national interest, and what 
the people decide." 

Ivonne Acuna Murillo, a 
professor in the political 
science department at 
Iberoa meric ana University 
in Mexico City, said Lopez 
Obrador has continually 
said he wants to govern 
with and for the people. 


He won 53 percent of the 
votes in J uly's election and 
takes office Dec. 1. 

"He understands very well 
where his strength lies," she 
said. 

Still, Acuna believes Lopez 
Obrador is playing a bit of 
a "cat and mouse" game 
trying to pressure Mexico's 
business elite into footing 
the bill for the airport. 

It could be working. On 
Tuesday, current tourism 
minister, Enrique de la Ma¬ 
drid, said on a local radio 
show the new airport is 
such a good business that 
it could be paid forwithout 
public funds. 

On a recent morning, Lo¬ 
pez Obradoris pick for 
transportation minister 
stood above an open pit 
mine where trucks were 
dumping loads of muddy 
sediment from the new air¬ 


port site about 10 miles (16 
kilometers) away. 

Wearing a cream-colored 
cowboy hat and surround¬ 
ed by residents of commu¬ 
nities near the new airport, 
J avier J imenez Espriu said 
he was gathering informa¬ 
tion and helping to inform 
citizens about the project 
and its impact. 

His talk was interrupted by 
Felipe Alvarez Hernandez, 
a member of Peoples in 
Defense of the Earth Front, 
a group that has been 
fighting proposed airports 
in the area for nearly two 
decades. 

"If the (vote) is going to 
say that it should continue, 
then you are violating our 
rights with the query," Al¬ 
varez said, holding his ma- 
c hete a loft. 

Jimenez asked the crowd 
what they wanted. 

'That it's cancelled, that's 
all," Alvarez said. 

A previous attempt to build 
a replacement Mexico 
City airport in San Salvador 
Atenco in 2002 was can¬ 
celed due to local opposi¬ 
tion. 

In San Nicolas Tlaminca, 
where Alvarez was talking, 
residents worry the mud 
being dumped is toxic 
and will contaminate their 
ground water. Opponents 
frame the decision as: wa¬ 
ter or airport. Residents of 
other nea rby towns say the 
airport project requires so 
much basalt and another 
reddish volcanic rock that 
mines are altering their 
landscape-^

ORAN) ESIAD - Foundation Trampolin pa Trabou, 
translated Trampoline to Work, makes the dif¬ 
ference between 'hidden and seen', "this is all 
about acknowledge by society that persons 
with a limitation count Ourclientscan do a lot; 
just open up. 1b them it is so much more than a 
job. Here we give them self-esteem, skills, hap- 
pi ness and a paycheck. Emotionally and finan¬ 
cially we - and hopefully you - empower. Who 
doesnotwarrtto be partofthat?" says Manager 
Lionel Rumnit; the motor behind the foundation, 
driving force by skills and heart Rumnit also is 
a certified Job Coach, teaching is in his veins. 

Trampolin pa Trabou is part of Foundation Son- 
risa and offers a daycareand teaching school 
for adults with limitations. "Meaning preparing 
the clients in this building to give them the best 
starting qualificationsaspossible to begin work¬ 
ing. We have deaf, visually impaired, Down Syn¬ 
drome, Autism and otherkind of limitations, but 
that does not mean you cannot work," Rumnit 
explains He reaches out to the private sector, 
as well asthe government to find job opportu¬ 
nities; two assistants take care of the daily in- 
house tasksand administration and three to six 
trainees from EPI College plus the cook com¬ 
plete the team. "We have 15 to 20 clients ap¬ 
proximately for the full day, together with the 
onesthat have a job we are 40 to 50, of course 
not all at the same time." It is a built-up process 
whereas clients start with a couple of days and 
accumulate. Rumnit: "I have more requests 
than I can handle, therefore we could use sup¬ 



port in many ways, and an incentive to com¬ 
panies for hiring our clients would also be more 
than desirable." 


In-House Program 

Attitude, work ethic, structure and discipline 
are all part of the program. In the morning, 
they stack away their bags and start an exer¬ 
cise program to activate theirbodiesand their 
brains, afterthat several tasks begin. "Ibis can 
be cleaning, helping the cook in the kitchen or 
organizing. All tasksare timed to teach them to 
work efficient and be responsible. It starts playful 
but on the way getsserious," saysRumnits. 40 to 
50 healthy meals a re prepared on a daily basis 
foroutside clients. "Itgivesmy people workand 
an income." Workand income are provided as 
well with the production of ginger syrup, lem¬ 
onade, sauces and turmeric. "Afterthe ginger 
is brought in here, we scrub and wash, chop it 
up and grind it by machine. The cook cooks it 
and we also clean and fill the bottles plus stick 
the etiquettes on them. It gives 2-3 clients daily 
work, teaching, empowerment and income."

The need of companies that open up to the 
foundations clients is significant. "A lot of ho¬ 
tels and companies already cooperate, it is 
not always easy but very rewarding. Social re¬ 
sponsibility is a part of society, we must never 
forget." The clients usually stay home alone, do 
not have many friends and in most cases de¬ 
pend on family. Rumnit pointsoutthatthere isa 
lack of insight and motivation ofthe caregivers. 
"Due to that the family often gets frustrated be¬ 
cause ofthe non-understanding ofthe limita¬ 
tion. Plus they do not know where to tum to, of¬ 
ten not directed by a house doctorto the right 
organizations." In 2010there were 7.000 people 
with a limitation on Aruba, where are they, he 
wonders. Every month there is taking place an 
amputation of an arm or leg in the hospital, but 
we do not know about these people. Most are 
live isolated or hidden because ofthe taboo 
and the shame ofthe family.

The program 
is on between 6pm through 9pm on Saturdays. 
"This is a very active group, 2-3 timesa year we 
organize camps, they participate in sports and 
we even have our own football team. Some¬ 
times they cook together and creativity is also 
part of the game." The club hasabout25teen- 
agersparticipating. "They make music and sing 


together, everything without pressure as at this 
particularage they do not like that. They meet, 
hang out and actually connect." 

The common base of allfourcentersisthe fam¬ 
ily-oriented work procedure. "We are keen on 
social behavior, on connection and empower¬ 
ment. Here you can feel at ease in a warm am¬ 
biance with genuine attention."

Former No. 1 
Wozniacki has 
rheumatoid 
arthritis

SINGAPORE (AP) — Caro¬ 
line Wozniacki was diag¬ 
nosed with rheumatoid ar¬ 
thritis before the U.S. Open, 
the Danish tennis player 
revealed at the WTA Finals 
on Thursday. 

She made the announce¬ 
ment after being elimi¬ 
nated from the year-end 
competition following a 
5-7, 7-5, 6-3 loss to Elina 
Svitolina in her third round- 
robin match. 

"It turns out that I have 
an autoimmune disease, 
rheumatoid arthritis, which 
goes in and attacks your 
joints," she said. 'When the 
body has a lot of fluids in it 
and you swell up, you get 
tired, you get exhausted, 
aII these things. 

"In the beginning, it was a 
shock. You feel like you're 
the fittest athlete out there. 
That's what I'm known for, 
and all of a sudden you 
have this to work with." 

The 28-year-old Wozniacki 
won her first Grand Slam 
title at the 2018 Australian 
Open. She briefly recap¬ 
tured the No. 1 ranking af¬ 
ter a six-year wait.

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Reed opens with 64 to take lead at HSBC Champions 


SHANGHAI (AP) — Patrick 
Reed had a Ryder Cup 
he'd like to forget and 
spent three weeksat home 
in Texas preparing to finish 
the year strong. 

He was at his best "Thursday 
in the HSBC Champions. 
Even in blustery conditions, 
Reed putted for birdie on 
every hole at Sheshan In¬ 
ternational and closed 
out his bogey-free round 
with a 25-foot birdie putt 
for an 8-under 64, giving 
him a two-shot lead over 
Tony Finau and Xander 
Schauffele. 

"It felt really good, be¬ 
cause if you can go out 
and shoot rounds like that 
in these kind of conditions, 
you know you're going to 
have confidence when the 
wind dies down and there 
are perfect conditions out 
there,"Reed said. 
Schauffele also managed 
a bogey-free round in wind 
strong enough to be a two- 
club difference at times 
He saved par on the final 
hole at No. 9 from the right 
rough with an approach 
that narrowly cleared the 
water into a patch of fair¬ 
way short of the green, a 
pitch-and-run to 10 feet 
and anothersolid putt. 

Matt Fitzpatrick had five 
straight birdies to over¬ 
come a rough start and 
post a 67. 

Brooks Koepka, in his debut 
at No. 1 in the world, didn't 
deliver much excitement. 
He had 16 pars, one bogey 
and one birdie fora 72. He 
was stunned when his sec¬ 
ond shot in the par-5 18th 
spun off the front of the 
green and into the water, 
forcing him to scramble for 
par at the turn instead of 
an easy birdie or better. 

"I felt like I played good 
enough to shoot 4- or5-un- 
der par," Koepka said. "It 
was those momentum¬ 
building shots." 

Reed was last seen win¬ 
ning a meaningless singles 
match at Le Golf National 
after Europe was well on 
its way to victory. "The last

Reed, the Masters champi¬ 
on, headed home to Hous¬ 
ton and after a few days 
of rest went right back to 
work. 

"From that point, my coach 
and I have been out there 
fine-tuning everything," 
Reed sa id. "J ust trying to set 
goals to finish the year off 
right" 

Reed led a strong American 
presence atop the leader- 
board, nothing new at the 
World Golf Championships 
this year. "The U.S. is trying 
to become the first country 
to have four players win all 
four World Golf Champion¬ 
ships in one year after Phil 
Mickelson won the Mexi¬ 
co Championship, Bubba 
Watson won the Match 
Play and Justin "Thomas 
won the Bridgestone Invi¬ 
tational at Firestone. Dustin 
Johnson wouldn't figure to 
contribute to that oppor¬ 
tunity. Johnson lost a six- 
shot lead in the final round 
a year ago at the HSBC 
Champions, and he was 
wild aseverin opening with 
a 74 on "Thursday. 

He twice had more than 
150 yards for his third shot 
into par4s, and made dou¬ 
ble bogey on the 15th hole. 
He was happy to find his 
tee shot on the par-5 18th 
and had to make a 10-foot 
putt just to salvage bogey. 
Johnson scratched his way 


backto loverforthe round 
until back-to-back bogeys. 
Defending champion Jus¬ 
tin Rose, who last year ral¬ 
lied from eight shots be¬ 
hind to win after Johnson 
closed with a 77, hit a few 
wild drives of his own but 
atoned forthose with plen¬ 
ty of birdies in his round of 
69. "The feature group was 


anything but that — J ohn- 
son, Rory Mcllroy and Fran¬ 
cesco Molinari combined 
to shoot 6-over par. Moli¬ 
na ri, the British Opencham- 
pion and RyderCup staras 
the first European to go 5-0 
for the week, made three 
straight bogeys a round the 
tum and had no birdies on 
hisbacknine. 


Mcllroy also was wild at 
times off the tee, though 
it really only cost him on 
the short 16th hole. He 
punched out the trees by 
inverting his wedge to play 
a left-handed shot, but 
then flubbed his flop shot 
into a bunker, blasted that 
over the green and made 
double bogey.

He started to 
stretch his lead after mak¬ 
ing the tum, holing a 12- 
foot birdie putt on No. 1, 
two-putting for birdie on 
the par-5 second and then 
hitting a wedge to 6 feet 
for birdie on No. 3. He had 
several other good looksat 
birdie, and as good as his 
64 was on "Thursday, it was 
about the worst he could 
have shot. "I was hitting the 
ball really solid," Reed said. 
"I was hitting irons where 
I was looking and I was 
able to control it, not only 
directional-wise but also 
trajectories and what kind 
of heights I wanted to hit

Two is the new one. 

NFL teams are going for 
2-point conversions more 
than ever this season. 
Teams have tried it 59 
times through the first sev¬ 
en weeks, converting 35. 
They're on pace to break 
the record of 115 attempt¬ 
ed in 1994, the yearthe NFL 
adopted the 2-point con¬ 
version. 

There have been eight 
entire seasons since 1994 
in which there weren't 59 
2-pont conversion tries and 


only four times has the total 
reached 100. 

Titans coach Mike Vrabel 
went for 2 points and the 
win instead of playing for 
the tie a nd fa iled in Tennes¬ 
see's 20-19 lossto the Char¬ 
gers in London. 

Giants coach Pat Shurmur 
went for it down 20-12 and 
also failed in a 23-20 lossto 
the Falcons 

Ravens coach John Har- 
baugh was considering it 
but played for overtime 
and lost when J ustin Tucker 
missed the first extra point 
of his career in a 24-23 loss 
to the Sa ints. 

In Week 5, Eagles coach 
Doug Pederson went for 
the 2-point conversion trail¬ 
ing by eight points and was 
successful. Philadelphia 
ended up losing to Minne¬ 
sota but was in position to 
win the game with a touch¬ 
down and extra point after 
converting. Teams have a 
higher percentage of win¬ 
ning down six instead of 
down seven. 

Shurmur followed the same 
logic and more coaches 
might follow the trend in 
8-point games because 
the success rate for 2-point 
conversions is nearly 60 
percent and they could try 
again and get the tie on 
the next touchdown. 
Vrabel's decision was the 
toughest because kicking 
an extra point to send the 
game into overtime is the 
safer choice. However, 
that doesn't always work 
out as Harbaugh found 
out with a kicker who had 
been perfect to that point.

BOSTON (AP) — From play¬ 
off flop to October ace in 
two legacy-shifting starts, 
David Price earned his sec¬ 
ond postseason victory in a 
row and moved the Boston 
Red Sox ha Ifway to yet a n- 
otherWorld Series title. 

The Red Sox left-hander 
pitched six innings of three- 
hit ball, and major league 
RBI leader J .D. Martinez 
broke a fifth-inning tie dur¬ 
ing another two-out rally 
to beat the Los Angeles 
Dodgers 4-2 on Wednes¬ 
day night. 

Game 3 is Friday in Los An¬ 
geles. The Dodgers need a 
win to avoid an 0-3 deficit 
that no World Series team 
has ever recovered from. 
'This is the biggest stage 
in baseball," Price said af¬ 
ter his longest postseason 
outing since signing a sev¬ 
en-year, $217 million con¬ 
tract to come to Boston 
in 2016. 'To be able to do 
that, it feels good, for sure. 
I'm pumped for myself, 
pumped for all my team¬ 
mates and coaches for us 
to be two winsaway." 
Mookie Betts had three hits 
for the Red Sox, who have 
won 14 of their la st 16 Wo rid 
Series games dating to a 
four-game sweep of the 
St. Louis Cardinals in 2004. 
They have won two more 
championships since then, 
in '07 a nd '13. 

Not bad for a team that 
went the previous 86 years 
without a title. 

And Price had battled a 
curse of hisown. 

The one-time Dodgersdraft 
pick has pitched like an 
ace in the regular season 
but was 0-9 in his first 10 
postseason starts before 
this October. Whether with 
Tampa Bay, Toronto, De- 


troitorBoston, his team had 
neverwona playoff game 
he started before this year. 
But the Red Sox have now 
won his last three postsea¬ 
son starts, including the 
ALCS Game 5 clincher 
against the defending 
World Series champion As¬ 
tros in which he pitched six 
shutout innings. 

"I get it, the numbersand all 
that. But this guy is a great 
pitcher," Boston manager 
Alex Cora said. "He's been 
one of the best pitchers in 
the big leaguesfora while, 
and he cares" 

On a frigid night at Fen¬ 
way Park, Price held the 
highest-scoring team in the 
NL hitless through three in¬ 
nings and retired the last 
seven batters he faced. He 
struggled only in the fourth, 
loading the bases with no¬ 
body out on two singles 
and a walkasthe Dodgers 
took a 2-1 lead — their first 
of the Series. 

"I'm so happy for him and 
proud of him," Martinez 
said. 'Going through aIIthat 
c ritic ism that he's been get¬ 
ting here, to bounce back 
to what he's been doing." 
And the Red Sox batters 
did what they've been do¬ 
ing: scoring with two outs. 

In an uncanny stretch of 
clutch hitting that's been 
their hallmark throughout 
their 108-win season, the 
Red Soxscored alltheirruns 
in Game 2 with two outs, 
including a three-run rally 
in the fifth that only started 
afterHyun-J in Ryu set down 
Ian Kinslerand J ackie Brad¬ 
ley Jr. 

Christian Vazquez singled, 
Betts did the same and An¬ 
drew Benintendi worked 
the count full before walk¬ 
ing to load the bases, 
chasing Ryu. Ryan Madson 
walked Steve Pearce to tie 


the game before Martinez, 
who had 130 RBIs in the 
regular season, dropped a 
flare in front of right fielder 
Yasiel Puig fora two-run sin¬ 
gle that gave Boston a 4-2 
lead. 

BIG FINISH 

Price and three relievers re¬ 
tired the last 16 Los Angeles 
batters, with Craig Kimbrel 
closing out the Dodgers in 
the ninth for his sixth save 
this postseason . Not since 
Don Larsen's 1956 perfect 
game for the Yankees 
againstthe Brooklyn Dodg¬ 
ers has an AL team retired 
as many consecutive hit¬ 
ters to finish a World Series 
game, according to SHAT5. 
'We had him. We had him 
on the ropes," Los Ange¬ 
les manager Dave Roberts 
said. 'The difference is they 
got the big hit when they 
needed, and we didn't." 
Boston's other run came 
on Kinsler's two-out single 
in the second. The Red 
Sox, who led the majors in 
two-out runs in the regular 
season, have scored 36 of 
their 68 runs this postseason 
— and nine of their 12 in the 
Series — with two outs 
IN A HOLE 

The last 10 tea ms to win the 
first two g a mes of the Wo rid 
Series — and 16 of the last 
17 — have gone on to 
win it all. And the NL West 
champions will need to do 
it against a team that has 
won six straight postseason 
games and five in a row on 
the road.

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Apple CEO backs privacy laws, warns data being 'weaponized'

BRUSSELS (AP) — The head 
of Apple on Wednesday 
endorsed tough privacy 
laws for both Europe and 
the U.S. and renewed the 
technology gia nt'scommit- 
mentto protecting person¬ 
al data, which he warned 
was being "weaponized" 
against users. 

Speaking at an internation¬ 
al conference on data pri¬ 
vacy, Apple CEO lim Cook 
applauded European 
Union authorities for bring¬ 
ing in a strict new data pri¬ 
vacy law in May and said 
the iPhone maker supports 
a U.S. federal privacy law . 
Cook's speech, along with 
video comments from 
Google and Facebooktop 
bosses, in the European 
Union's home base in Brus¬ 
sels, underscores how the 
U.S. tech giants a re jostling 
to curry favor in the region 
as regulators tighten their 
scrutiny. 

Data protection has be¬ 
come a major politic a I issue 
worldwide, and European 
regulators have led the 
charge in setting new rules 
forthe big internet compa¬ 
nies Ihe EU's new General 
Data Protection Regula¬ 
tion, or GDPR, requires 
companies to change the 
way they do business in the 
region, and a number of 
headline-grabbing data 
breaches have raised pub¬ 
lic awarenessofthe issue. 
"In many jurisdictions, reg¬ 
ulators are asking tough 
questions. It is time for rest 
of the world, including my 
home country, to follow 
yourlead,"Cooksaid. 

'We at Apple are in full sup¬ 
port of a comprehensive 
federal privacy law in the 
United States," he said, to 
applause from hundredsof 
privacy officials from more 
than 70countries. 

In the U.S., California is mov¬ 
ing to put in regulations 
similar to the EU's strict rules 
by 2020 and other states 
are mulling more aggres¬ 
sive laws That's rattled the 
big tech companies, which 
are pushing for a federal 
law that would treat them 
more leniently. 

Cook warned that tech¬ 
nology's promise to drive 
breakthroughs that benefit 


humanity is at risk of being 
overshadowed bythe harm 
it can cause by deepen¬ 
ing division and spreading 
false information. He said 
the trade in personal infor¬ 
mation "has exploded into 
a data industrial complex." 
"Our own information, from 
the everyday to the deeply 
personal, is being weap¬ 
onized against us with mili¬ 
tary efficiency," he said. 
Scraps of personal data 
are collected for digital 
profiles that let businesses 
know usersbettertha n they 
know themselves and al¬ 
low companies to offer us¬ 
ers "increasingly extreme 
c o nte nt" thathardenstheir 
convictions, Cooksaid. 

'This is surveillance. And 
these stockpilesof personal 
data serve only to enrich 


the companiesthat collect 
them," he said. 'This should 
make us very uncomfort¬ 
able. It should unsettle us." 
Cook's appearance was 
one-up on his tech rivals 
and showed off hiscompa- 
ny's credentials in data pri¬ 
vacy, which hasbecome a 
weak point for both Face- 
book and Google. That is 
facilitated also bythe fact 
that Apple makes most of 
its money by selling hard¬ 
ware like iPhones instead of 
adsbased on userdata. 
'With the spotlight shining 
as directly as it is, Apple 
have the opportunity to 
show that they are the 
leading player and they 
are taking up the mantle," 
said Ben Robson, a lawyer 
at Oury Clark specializing 
in data privacy. Cook'sap- 


pearanee "isgoing to have 
good currency," with offi¬ 
cials, he added. 

His speech comes a week 
after Apple unveiled ex¬ 
panded privacy protection 
measures for people in the 
U.S.,Canada, Australia and 
New Zealand, including al¬ 
lowing them to download 
all personal data held by 
Apple. European users al¬ 
ready had access to this 
feature after GDPR took 
effect. Apple plans to ex¬ 
pand it worldwide. 
FacebookCEO MarkZjck- 
erberg and Google head 
SundarPichai sent brief vid¬ 
eo remarks to the annual 
meeting of global data pri¬ 
vacy chiefs 

Zjckerberg said the social 
network takes seriously its 
"basic ethical responsibil¬ 


ity" to safeguard personal 
information but added that 
'the past year has shown 
we have a lot more work to 
do," referring to a big data 
breach and the scandal 
over the misuse of data by 
political consultancy Cam¬ 
bridge Analytica. 

He also said the company 
is investing in measures to 
beef up protection, includ¬ 
ing building a new tool to 
let users clear their brows¬ 
ing activity and deploy¬ 
ing artificial intelligence to 
detect fake accounts and 
take down extremist con¬ 
tent. 

They both said they sup¬ 
ported regulation, with 
Pic ha i noting Google re¬ 
cently proposed a legisla¬ 
tive framework that would 
build on GDPR and extend 
ma ny of its p rinc ip les to us- 
ersglobally. 

The International Confer¬ 
ence of Data Protection 
and Privacy Commissioners 
, held in a different city ev¬ 
ery year, normally attracts 
little attention but its Brus¬ 
sels venue this year takes 
on symbolic meaning as 
EU officials ratchet up their 
tech regulation. 

The 28-nation EU took on 
global leadership of the 
issue when it launched 
GDPR. The new rules re¬ 
quire companies to justify 
the collection and use of 
personal data gleaned 
from phones, appsand vis¬ 
ited websites. 

They must a Iso give EU users 
the ability to access and 
delete data, and to object 
to data use. 

GDPR also allows for big 
fines benchmarked to rev¬ 
enue, which for big tech 
companies could amount 
to billions of dollars. 

In the first big test of the 
new rules, Ireland's data 
protection commission, 
which is a lead author¬ 
ity for Europe as many big 
tech firms a re based in the 
country, is investigating 
Facebook's data breach, 
which let hackers access 3 
million EU accounts. 
Google, meanwhile, shut 
down its Plus social network 
this month after revealing it 
had a flaw that could have 
exposed personal informa¬ 
tion of up to half a million

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Business owners can team up on insurance, if state allows it

NEW YORK (AP) — As sma II 

business owners shop for 
2019 health insurance, 
some will for the first time 
have the chance to join 
forces and buy cheaper 
insurance — depending on 
which state they're in. 

New rulesthatbegan going 
into effect last month allow 
sole proprietors and other 
business owners without 
employees to form what 
are known as association 
health plans, or AHPs. But 
while the Trump adminis¬ 
tration has touted the rules 
as a breakthrough, many 
owners will be disappoint¬ 
ed to leam their states' in¬ 
surance laws will limit their 
ability to join the plans. 

Ihe rules issued by the La¬ 
bor Department allow sole 
proprietors and partners to 
buy coverage that wasn't 
available to them under 
the Affordable Care Act. 
Ihe rules also permit the 
plans to offer insurance 
that doesn't meet the 
health law's requirements 
forbasic coverage. 

The catch for many busi¬ 
nesses is the rules, unlike 
many other federal laws 
and regulations, don't su¬ 
persede state requirements 
for health insurance, and 
states that heavily regulate 
insurance are expected to 
make it harder, if not impos¬ 
sible, for association health 
plans to be formed. 
Moreover, there are con¬ 
cerns that new association 
health plans could revive 
a problem from the past 
— plans that become insol¬ 
vent or a re scams 
As owners research their 
options for 2019 health in¬ 
surance, here's what they 
should know about AHPs: 
WHY THEY'RE APPEAUNG 
Association health plans 
have been around for de¬ 
cades; they've been legal 
if their members were in 
the same industry or profes¬ 
sion, or in the same state. 
But under the Affordable 
Care Act, owners without 
employees had to buy in¬ 
dividual coverage from a 
major carrier or from state 
exchanges. 

The Nebraska Farm Bureau 
announced its AHP soon 
after the new rules began

taking effect. The bureau 
had been working on a 
plan for farmers, ranchers 
and agribusiness owners, 
but 'the rules made it eas- 
ierforsole proprietors to be 
involved," says Rob Robert¬ 
son, the bureau's chief ad¬ 
ministrator. 

The Society of Collision 
Repair Specialists, which 
represents over 6,000 ve¬ 
hicle repair shops across 
the country, is developing 
an association health plan 
and hopes to be able to 
offer coverage during the 
first quarter of 2019, execu¬ 
tive director Aaron Schul- 
enburg says. Nearly three- 
quarters of the group's 
members have said they're 
interested, Schulenburg 
says. 

The organization is using a 
benefits consultant to find 
the best carrierfor its plan, 
Schulenbeng says. 

'We found examples of 
average savings in some 
of the already established 
networks reaching close to 
20 percent," he says 
Still, many owners know 
little a bout the plans. A sur¬ 
vey of 1,000 ownersby Ba nk 
of America found that 30 
percent aren't familiar with 
them.The survey, taken be¬ 
tween late August and ear¬ 
ly October, also found 35 
percent were interested in 
offering coverage through 
an association health plan, 


and 35 percent weren't. 
CONCERNS AND OBSTA¬ 
CLES 

While many states have 
welcomed the new rules, 
11 others and Washington, 
D.C., are suing the Trump 
administration, charging 
the rules allow insurance 
to be sold that offers less 
coverage and consumer 
protections than are re¬ 
quired by law. Under the 
rules, association health 
plans are considered to 
be large group employers, 
and the Affordable Care 
Act doesn't require large 
groupsto provide minimum 
essential, or basic, cover¬ 
age. Among the benefits 
the ACA requires: prescrip¬ 
tion, pregnancy and well¬ 
ness coverage. 

That may not worry some 
owners Melissa Perlman 
hasn't been able to afford 
insurance for her staffers 
since starting her public 
relations company, Bluelvy 
Communications, in 2011. 
She's interested in the po-

tential association health 
plan being considered 
by the Greater Delray 
Beach Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. Perlman is aware 
coverage might not be as 
comprehensive as on the 
open market. But, she says, 
"whatever is offered would 
be an improvement from 
offering nothing." 

But the Labor Department 
rules have also raised con¬ 
cerns that some new asso¬ 
ciation health plans might 
not be financially sound; if 
they became insolvent, as 
some mismanaged plans 
did in the past, policyhold¬ 
ers could be stuck with 
medical bills. 

There are also fears that 
some new plans could be 
scams, repeating some un¬ 
pleasant history. In 2004, the 
U.S. Government Account¬ 
ability Office reported that 
there were 144 plans that 
weren't authorized to sell 
health insurance between 


2000 a nd 2002; these sc a ms 
covered 15,000 employ¬ 
ers and more than 200,000 
policyholders and leftover 
$250 million in unpaid medi¬ 
cal claims. 

Those sc a ms a re a key rea¬ 
son why Congress gave 
states broad powers to 
regulate association health 
plans, says Kevin Lucia, a 
professor at Georgetown 
University's Health Policy 
Institute. He noted that 
some states require asso¬ 
ciation health plans to be 
in existence for two years 
before they can sell insur¬ 
ance, and some AHPs are 
required to be licensed as 
insurers. California recently 
enacted a law that pro¬ 
hibits sole proprietors and 
partners from participating 
in the plans. 

ADVICE AND CAVEATS 
Owners interested in asso¬ 
ciation health plans should 
do plenty of research, start¬ 
ing with the laws of their 
states. 

"It could be a nonstarter 
depending on what state 
you're in," says James 
Schutzer, a vice president 
at insurance broker J DM 
Benefits in White Plains, 
New York. Uke other bro¬ 
kers, Schutzer received a 
reminder in July from the 
state Department of Finan¬ 
cial Services that New York 
law "strictly limits the asso¬ 
ciations or groups of em¬ 
ployers that may sponsora 
health insurance plan." 
Even states that don't cur¬ 
rently have laws restricting 
association health plans 
could enact them, says 
Karen Pollitz, a seniorfellow 
at the Kaiser Family Foun¬ 
dation. "They could pass 
rules saying you can't form 
an AHP just forthe purpose 
of selling insurance," some¬ 
thing that the rules permit, 
Pollitz says.Q

Goodwill workers in NJ 
find original 1774 'rebel' 


newspaper

BELLMAWR, N.J. (AP) — A 

quick eye by Goodwill 
workers in southern New 
Jersey turned up framed 
pages from an original 
1774 Philadelphia newspa¬ 
per with an iconic "Unite or 
Die" snake design on the 
masthead. 

Ihe frayed Dec. 28, 1774, 
edition of the "Pennsylva¬ 
nia J ouma I a nd the Weekly 
Advertiser" boasts three 
items signed by John Han¬ 
cock, then president of the 
Provincial Congress, who 
pleads for the Colonies to 
fight back "enemies" trying 
to divide them. 

A jumble of small advertise¬ 
ments offer rewards for a 
lost horse or runaway ap¬ 
prentice, while another in¬ 
sists the poster will no lon¬ 
ger pay his "misbehav(ing)" 
wife's debts. 

The discovery was first re¬ 
ported by NJ Pen, an on¬ 
line news site. 

Bob Snyderofthe New York 
auction house Cohasco 
says the "rebel" newspaper 
shows how "everyone was 
good and mad" at the Brit¬ 
ish just months before the 
Revolutionary War began. 
The masthead design is a 
variant of the 'Join, or Die" 
political cartoon credited 
to Benjamin Franklin. 

'These were very important 
propaganda tools," Snyder 
said of newspapers and 
pamphlets of the era. 'The 
viciousness then in some 
wasasmuch ormore asitis 
today.. (But) the language 
was more powerful in put¬ 


ting down the otherside." 
Snyderestimatesthe news¬ 
paper's value at $6,000 to 
$16,000. Goodwill Industries 
hopesto sell it to help funds 
its educational and job¬ 
training services, accord¬ 
ing to Heather Randall, 
e-commerce manager of 
the regional operation in 
Bellmawr, New J ersey. 

The framed document was 
dropped off in Woodbury, 
New Jersey, and sent to 
her department, which re¬ 
views donations that may 
be valuable, and lists the 
bestamong them on Shop- 
goodwill.com. Employee 
Mike Storms did the detec¬ 
tive work, guessing it was 
original given small key¬ 
holes at the inside edge 
of the pages that sug¬ 
gest they had once been 
bound by string. What's 
more, the four pages were 
preserved in an old frame 
with glass on both sides. 

"It's like a big treasure hunt, 
really, because you nev¬ 
er know what's going to 
come through. Sometimes, 
the things take a lot of re¬ 
search," Randall said. 

'We got a Bill of Rights the 
otherday, but it was (print¬ 
ed by) the Phillip Morris To¬ 
bacco Company,"she said 
Thursday. "It looked good." 
There are three other ex¬ 
isting copies of the same 
weekly edition of the Penn- 
sylva nia J ouma I, a II housed 
in university collections 
Randall hopes this one will 
find a home in the Philadel¬ 
phia area where the public

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Report Efforts to suck carbon fiom air must be ramped up

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

nation needs to ramp up 
efforts to suck heat-trap¬ 
ping gases out of the air 
to fight climate change, a 
new U.S. report said. 

The reportWednesdayfrom 
the National Academy of 
Sciences says technology 
to do so has gotten bet¬ 
ter, and climate change is 
worsening. By mid-century, 
the world needs to be re¬ 
moving about 10 billion 
metric tons of carbon di¬ 
oxide out of the air each 
year. "That's the equivalent 
of about twice the yearly 
emissionsofthe U.S. 

Last year the world put 
nearly 37 billion metric tons 
of carbon dioxide into the 
air, and emissions have 
been rising. 

Steve Pa c a la, Princeton 
University biologist and 
chair of the panel, said in 
an interview that having 
ways to remove heat-trap¬ 
ping gases from the atmo¬ 
sphere would make the job 
of tackling climate change 
"much easier." 

"It causes one to think dif¬ 
ferently about the climate 
problem when you have a 
backstop," he said. "And 
the ultimate temperature 
we have to sufferthrough is 
going to be lower." 


"The report comes on the 
heels of a United Nations 
science report that paint¬ 
ed a bleak picture of the 
world's ability to avoid dan¬ 
gerous warming. Wednes¬ 
day's study "is sort of more 
optimistic; it gives so me op¬ 
erational advice,"said Kate 
Gordon, a research scholar 
at the Columbia Centerfor 
Global Energy policy who 
was not part of the report's 
panel. 

"The 370-page reportcalled 
for the nation to invest in 
technologies and meth- 
odsthat would remove the 


heat-trapping gasses like 
carbon dioxide from the 
atmosphere that are gen¬ 
erated from human activi¬ 
ties like burning coal and 
natural gas for electricity, 
or burning gasoline and 
diesel for transportation. 
"The technologies outlined 
include the simple and the 
futuristic: 

— Plant more trees and 
manage forests better, and 
limit the amount of land 
used by people. Plantstake 
carbon dioxide from the air 
and use it to grow. 

— Conserve soils better so 


they can store more car¬ 
bon dioxide and produce 
more food. 

— Conserve and restore 
coastal plants, like marsh- 
landsand sea grassbeds 

— A relatively new technol¬ 
ogy called direct air cap¬ 
ture. Pilot projects have 
started using giant fans 
that pull in a ir, use a c hemi- 
cal reaction to suck car¬ 
bon out, and then inject it 
underground. 

— A still-to-be-worked out 
technology that relies on 
certain types of rock that 
can absorb carbon diox¬ 


ide. 

— Burning more biofuel — 
like wood — and captur¬ 
ing the carbon dioxide af¬ 
ter combustion and either 
burying it underground or 
making it into solids that 
can be spread on dirt. 
'These technologies will 
clearly help since we have 
screwed up a lot," said 
Nobel Prize-winning at¬ 
mospheric chemist Mario 
Molina of the University of 
California San Diego, who 
wasn't part of the report's 
panel. 

"The good news is that tech¬ 
nology in this field has ad¬ 
vanced more in the past 
nine months than it had in 
the previous decade, said 
study co-author Christo- 
pherj ones, an engineering 
professor of Georgia Tech. 
Pacala said the natural 
methods like tree plant¬ 
ing is pretty cheap and 
available now. But he said 
they can only do so much 
because 'there's a limit to 
available land." 

Jason Furtado, a meteo¬ 
rology professor at the 
University of Oklahoma 
who wasn't part of the re¬ 
port, called the bioenergy 
method the most promis¬ 
ing, but not necessarily the 
easiestO

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Russian roc ket puts satellite 
into oifoit 1st since failure

MOSCOW (AP) — A Russian 
Soyuz rocket put a military 
satellite in orb it on "Thursday, 
its first successful launch 
since a similar roc ket failed 
earlierthis month to deliver 
a crew to the International 
Space Station. 

"The Russian military said 
a Soyuz-2 booster rocket 
lifted off from the Plesetsk 
launch facility in northwest¬ 
ern Russia. 

A Soyuz-FG rocket carry¬ 
ing NASA astronaut Nick 
Hague and Roscosmos' 
Alexei Ovchinin failed 
two minutes into the flight 
on Oct. 11, sending their 
emergency capsule into a 
sharp fall backto Earth. "The 
crew landed safely, but the 
Russian space agency Ros¬ 


cosmos had suspended all 
Soyuz launches until "Thurs¬ 
day, pending a probe. 

"The official panel is yet to 
produce its formal verdict, 
but investigators have re¬ 
portedly linked the failure 
to an element jettisoning 
one of the rocket's four 
side boosters from the main 
stage that apparently had 
been damaged during fi¬ 
nal assembly at the Russia- 
leased Baikonur cosmo¬ 
drome in Kazakhstan. 
Russian space officials plan 
to conduct two other un¬ 
manned Soyuz launches 
before launching a crew 
to the space station. No 
date for the crew launch 
has been set yet, but it's ex¬ 
pected in early December. 
"The current space station 


crew — NASA's Serena 
Aunon-Chancellor, Rus¬ 
sian Sergei Prokopyev and 
German Alexander Gerst 
— was scheduled to re¬ 
turn to Earth in December 
after a six-month mission. 
A Soyuz capsule attached 
to the station that they 
use to ride back to Earth 
is designed for 200 days in 
space, meaning that their 
stay in orbit could only be 
extended briefly. 

Flight controllers could op¬ 
erate the station without 
anyone on board in case 
the Russian investigation 
drags into next year, but 
NASA Administrator Jim 
Bridenstine has said earlier 
this month that he expects 
Roscosmos to launch the 
next crew in DecemberO

films in the land was "Find¬ 
ing Nemo" and Shania 
Twain played the Super

yin'" was a hit album and 
a couple of witches-to-be 
took over Broad way. 

Ihe musical "Wicked"shook 
off some tepid reviews to 
roar into Broadway history 
and this Monday is cele¬ 
brating its coming-of-age 
with a Halloween-themed 
NBC special starring its o rig - 
ina I stars Kristin C henoweth 
and Idina Menzel, as well 
asAriana Grande. 

"First of a II, I can't believe it's 
been 15 years. I think it was 
yesterday. And yet it feels 
like it's been 15 years. So 
there's that I'm battling in 
my bra in," saysC henoweth, 
laughing. "I just wanted to 
be in a show that someone 
would have heard of." 
Mission, accomplished: 
"Wicked" is Broadway's sixth 
longest running show and is 
regularly sold out, last week 
commanding a $120 aver¬ 
age ticket. Ihere iscurrent- 
ly a North American tour, a 
West End production and 
another touring the United 
Kingdom. The ice cream 
company Ben & J erry's has 
launched a special sand¬ 
wich in its honor. 

The musical reimagines the 
relationship between the 
Good Witch of the North 
(C henoweth) and the 
Wicked Witch of the East 
(Menzel), who were intro¬ 


duced in L. Frank Baum's 
'The Wonderful Wizard of 
Oz" and immortalized in a 
1939 film adaptation. The 
songs by Stephen Schwartz 
include "Defying Gravity," 
"Popular"and "ForGood." 

"I knew it was something 
special," says Menzel, who 
had already achieved 
success in "Rent" when she 
tried outfor'Wicked"direc- 
torjoe Mantello. She said 
she shook while rehearsing 
the songs: "I knew I thought 
it was important and it 
moved me when I first au¬ 
ditioned and got a call¬ 
back." 

Critics were not always 
kind, with The New York 


Times sniffing that the musi¬ 
cal "does not, alas, speak 
hopefully for the future of 
the Broadway musical." 
Variety called it "lumber¬ 
ing, overstuffed" and New 
York's Daily Newsdescribed 
it as "an interminable show 
with no dramatic logic or 
emotional center." 

Fans politely disagreed. 
The show went on to win a 
Grammy Award and three 
Tony Awards, opening in 
16 countries including Bra¬ 
zil, South Korea, Germany, 
Japan, Australia and Latin 
America. The musical pre¬ 
miered long before the 
#MeToo movement but has 
benefited from its focus on 


two young women — one 
seemingly perfect in looks 
and popularity, the other a 
restless, green-skinned out¬ 
sider— finding their voices 
and forging a bond despite 
their differences 
"It's a testament to the 
piece, to how good 'Wick¬ 
ed' is that 15 years later, 
it's even more important 
and really resonates with 
this movement that we're 
in. And how wonderful to 
have two female-centric 
characters who end up 
supporting each other 
and loving each otherand 
changing each otherand 
accepting in each other

There's nothing really new 
or fresh or bold in 'Johnny 
English Strikes Again," the 
third installment of Rowan 
Atkinson's bumbling-spy 
saga/JamesBond spoof. 
And for some of us, maybe 
that's not such a terrible 
thing. Sometimes you don't 
want the hip new cocktail. 
Sometimes you just want 
the same beeratthe same 
temperature at the same 
time in the same comfy 
chair. (Especially these 
days, perhaps, but we di¬ 
gress.) 

So when Atkinson's J ohn¬ 
ny, on the run in a Scottish 
castle, winds up in a room 
of decorative suits of ar¬ 
mor, you start chuckling 
preemptively. Because of 
course you know he's go¬ 
ing to hide in one of those 
suits, and of course you 
know he's going to have a 
massively difficult time stay¬ 
ing upright, and, well ... it'll 
be funny. Not innovative 
or thought-provoking, and 
certainly not snarky or bit¬ 
ing. J ust funny. 

If that's not enough, we 
also have Emma "Thompson 
as the British prime minis¬ 


ter. Thompson as anything 
at all would be a plus, but 
watching her channel her 
inner Maggie Thatcher — 
and mix in a little Theresa 
May — may have you im¬ 
mediately bemoaning the 
fact she only got to play 
a prime minister's SISTER 
in "Love Actually." What a 
waste! 


In any case, we begin a 
week before the PM is to 
host a crucial G12 summit 
in Scotland. Things are not 
going well. A major secu¬ 
rity breach at MI17 exposes 
the identity of every British 
secret agent. To replace 
them, they call in aging for¬ 
mer agents. Enter Johnny,

But he can't track an ene¬ 
my who has no digital foot¬ 
print. Atleastthat'sJ ohnny's 
theory. He's untraceable, 
but he also can't make a 
phone call. His low-tech 
strategy extends to every¬ 
thing: He has a mixta pe on 
a cassette! His spy gadget 
works with a floppy disc! It's 
unclear if kids in the audi¬ 
ence will know what these 
things are. But they likely 
will crack up when John¬ 
ny tests out a virtual real¬ 
ity headset and ends up 
wandering into streets and 
stores and attacking peo¬

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Michael Caine looks back in 'Blowing the Bloody DooisOff

LONDON (AP) — Michael 
Caine has been looking 
back, and on the whole he 
likesthe view. Regrets? He's 
had few. 

The 85-year-old star of "Al- 
fie," "Get Carter and 'The 
Dark Knight" — among 
many, many others — remi- 
niscesfondly in "Blowing the 
Bloody Doors Off," whose 
title adapts a line from his 
1969 heist caper'The Italian 
Job." Being published Tues¬ 
day in the United States by 
Hachette, it's part memoir, 
part advice manual for 
aspiring actors and any¬ 
one else nursing an elusive 
dream of success. 

Most of the advice is reso¬ 
lutely old-fashioned. Learn 
your lines. Work hard. Be 
nice to people. And be 
lucky. Caine knows he has 
been extremely fortunate. 
'The luck I've had, you 
couldn't make it up," Caine 
said during an interview in 
his riverside London apart¬ 
ment, with a panoramic 
view up and down the 
Thames "I mean, even 
once I was a success, I 
made a lot of flop movies 
But I only made three at a 
time before I had a hit." 

In print and in person, Caine 
describes his success as se¬ 
quence of lucky breaks 
His first big movie break, 
as a British Army officer in 
"ZUlu" in 1964, was followed 
by a role as a world-weary 
spy in 'The Ipcress File." On 
the back of that came his 
breakthrough as a callous 
man-about-town in "Alfie." 
That film made blond, be¬ 
spectacled Caine a sym¬ 
bol of Swinging London, 


brought him American 
fame and earned him the 
first of six Academy Award 
nominations. 

He went on to win two Os¬ 
cars — for "Hannah and 
Her Sisters" and 'The Cider 
House Rules." Later came 
a stint as butler and men¬ 
tor Alfred in three Batman 
movies directed byChristo- 
pherNolan. Along the way, 
he became an icon, and 
his signature glasses and 
Cockney accent spawned 
a thousand imitators. 

Caine says his optimistic 
outlook is rooted inhishard- 
scrabble early years. Bom 
Maurice Micklewhite into a 
working-class London fam¬ 
ily, he was a child during 
the London Blitz and later, 
as a teenage conscript, 
was sent to fight in the Ko¬ 
rea n Wa r. 

"I have found it pretty easy 


to be happy since then," he 
notes in the book. 'Once 
you've been on maneu¬ 
vers in Korea, everything 
else seems like quite a lot 
of fun." 

When he returned to Lon¬ 
don and a dead-end job 
in a butter factory, Caine 
resolved to be an actor, 
although he had little idea 
how to go about it. 

"I was nobody from no¬ 
where who knew nothing 
about anything," he said. 
His drive to succeed came 
from "desperation — the 
determination to become 
something other than a 
factory worker. 

"My father was an exam¬ 
ple of what I was and how 
lucky I was to have been 
bom all those years later," 
he said. "My father was an 
extremely clever, intelligent 
man but completely un¬ 


educated and a complete 
waste of a brain — and 
that's what was happen¬ 
ing to me, and I could see 
that." 

Answering a classified 
ad led to small parts in a 
provincial repertory com¬ 
pany. Then came work on 
the London stage, televi¬ 
sion parts, movie roles and 
global stardom. If he has 
a secret, he says, it's that 
he kept going when others 
gave up. 

"If someone rejected me, 

I never worried about it," 
he said. "I tried again, be¬ 
cause my only alternative 
was working back in the 
butter factory. 

"But also, timing played a 
massive partin my career." 
Caine was starting out just 
asa new generation of writ- 
ers was emerging — play¬ 
wrights like John Osborne 


and Harold Pinter, telling 
stories about working-class 
life. 

"Suddenly every working- 
classboy who wasgoing to 
work said: 'Sod this I'm go¬ 
ing to do something I want 
to do and do it my way,"' 
he recalled. "And that's the 
way the 60s started." 

The 60s made Caine a star, 
and he wasn't alone. Sud¬ 
denly, he writesin the book, 
"everybody I knew seemed 
to become a household 
name." 

Caine enjoyed fame, when 
it came, but also worked 
extremely hard, at one 
point making 12 films in four 
yea rs. The result is a resume 
of more than 100 features, 
of varying quality. Caine 
is cheerful about the low 
points, films like schlocky 
shark sequel'] aws: The Re¬ 
venge" or 'The Swann," a 
disaster movie in both sens 
esofthe word where Caine 
and his co-stars learned 
another lesson: Never work 
with bees 

"None of us realized it was 
a disaster till about halfway 
through, when the bees 
turned up,"Caine said. "We 
were doing a scene and 
they all shit on us. 

"I learned from them — also 
earned from them," he said 
of h is c ritic a I duds "I gotthe 
same money for the flops 
asldid fromthe successes" 
When leading-man parts 
dried up, Caine retired 
— briefly. The last two de¬ 
cades have brought some 
of the most rewarding parts 
of his career, including his 
six films with Nolan, whom 
Caine calls "a brilliant di¬ 
rector ... the new David 
Lean.'O

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China building boom uncoveis buried dinosaurs, makes a star

YANJ I, China (AP) — At the 

end of a street of newly 
built high-rises in the north¬ 
ern Chinese city of Yanji 
stands an exposed cliff 
face, where paleontolo¬ 
gists scrape away 100 mil¬ 
lion-yea r-old rock in search 
of prehistoric bones 
Like many fossil excavation 
sites in China, this one was 
discovered by accident. 
China's rapid city building 
has churned up a moth- 
eriode of dinosaur fossils 
While bulldozers have un¬ 
earthed prehistoric sites in 
many countries, the scale 
and speed of China's ur¬ 
banization is unprecedent¬ 
ed, according to the Unit¬ 
ed Nations Development 
Program. 

Perhaps no one has seized 
the scientific opportunity 
more than Xu Xing, a dili¬ 
gent and unassuming stan¬ 
dard-bearer for China's 
new prominence in pale¬ 
ontology. The energetic re¬ 
searcher has named more 
dinosaur species than any 
living paleontologist, racing 
between dig sites to col¬ 
lect specimens and further 
scientists' understanding of 
how birds evolved from di¬ 
nosaurs. 

Matthew Lamanna, a cu¬ 
rator at the Carnegie Mu¬ 
seum of Natural History in 
Pittsburgh, said Xu is "widely 
regarded as one of the 
foremost, if not the fore¬ 
most, dinosaur paleontolo¬ 
gist working in China to¬ 
day." 

"Xu Xing is A-M-A-Z-l-N-G," 
Kristina Curry Rogers, a pa¬ 
leontologist at Macalester 
College in St. Paul, Minne¬ 
sota, wrote in an email. 

Two years ago, Xu's col¬ 
league at the Chinese 
Academy of Sciences 
in Beijing, Jin Changzhu, 
was visiting family in Yanji 
when he heard talk of fos¬ 
sils uncovered at a con¬ 
struction site. A preliminary 
inspection yielded what 
appeared to be a dinosaur 
shoulderbone. 

Less than an hour's drive 
from the North Korean bor¬ 
der, the midsize city has 
been erecting residential 
blocks quickly. Seen from 
a plane, Yanji looks like a 
Legoland of new pink- and 
blue-roofed buildings, but 


there's one long empty lot 
of exposed rocky hillside — 
the excavation site. 

When Xu arrived at Yan¬ 
ji, he recognized the site 
could fill gaps in the fossil 
record, noting the relative 
paucity of bones recov¬ 
ered from the late Creta¬ 
ceous period, which was 
around 100 million years 
ago. An analysis of the 
layers of volcanic ash re¬ 
vealed the site's age. Xu is 
now overseeing a team of 
scientists using picks, chisels 
and steel needles to study 
the exposed hillside, where 
geologic layers resemble a 
red and gray layer-cake. 


the site has yielded partial 
skeletons of three ancient 
crocodiles and one sauro- 
pod, the giant plant-eating 
dinosaurs that included 
some of the world's largest 
land animals. 

'This is a major feature of 
paleontology here in China 
— lots of construction really 
helps the scientists to find 
new fossils," said Xu as he 
used a needle to remove 
debris from a partially ex¬ 
posed crocodile skull. 

Bom in 1969 in China's west¬ 
ern Xinjiang region, Xu did 
not choose to study dino¬ 
saurs. Like most university 
students of his era, he was 


assigned a major. His love 
for the field grew in gradu¬ 
ate school in the 1990s, as 
feathered dinosaurs recov¬ 
ered from ancient Chinese 
lakebeds drew global at¬ 
tention. 

When Xu and Jin discov¬ 
ered fossils in Yanji in 2016, 
city authorities halted con¬ 
struction on adjacent high- 
rise buildings, in accor¬ 
dance with a national law. 
'The developer was really 
not happy with me," said 
Xu, but the local govern¬ 
ment has since embraced 
its newfound claim to fame. 
The city is now facilitating 
Xu's work, and even built 


an on-site police station 
to guard the fossils from 
theft. Once the excavation 
is complete, a museum is 
planned, to display recov¬ 
ered fossils and photos of 
Xu's team at work. 

It's not the first museum to 
commemorate Xu, whose 
prodigious fieldwork has 
taken him across China 
and resulted in a flurry of 
articles in top scientific jour¬ 
nals. 

Torn Sekiyu, a paleontolo¬ 
gist from the Fukui Prefec¬ 
ture! Dinosaur Museum in 
Japan who assisted on the 
Yanji dig, called hisChinese 
colleague "a superstar pa¬ 
leontologist." 

But Xu is quick to point out 
the rote that good fortune 
hasplayed in hiscareer. 

'To publish papers and dis¬ 
cover new species, you 
need new data — you 
need new fossils," he said, 
adding that finding new 
species isn't something a 
scientist can plan. 

"My experience tells me 
that you really need luck, 
besides your hard work. 
Then you can make some 
important discoveries" 

With digsin InnerMongolia, 
Liaoning, Yunnan and oth¬ 
er Chinese provinces, Xu 
patiently oversees excava¬ 
tions, sometimes chiseling 
for years before he knows 
their ultimate significance. 
While his finds are wide- 
ranging, much of his ca¬ 
reer has focused on un¬ 
derstanding how dinosaurs 
evolved into modem birds. 
China is an ideal location 
for that study. Two de¬ 
cades ago, rare dinosaur 
fossils that preserved traces 
of feathers were found in 
ancient lakebeds of north¬ 
eastern China. This discov¬ 
ery, which helped scientists 
demonstrate that birds de¬ 
scended from dinosaurs, 
was possible because the 
mixture ofvolcanic ash and 
fine-grained shale in the 
lakebeds had preserved 
bits of soft tissue, includ¬ 
ing feathers — unlike the 
majority of dinosaur fossils, 
which contain only bone. 
Since then, a flood of new 
dinosaur bones unearthed 
in China has helped sci¬ 
entists rewrite their under- 
sta nd ing of the tree of life 
in va riouswaysO
